ImportsTo Affect Businessln Coming Year

For the electronics industry, 1963 
was a good year in which our sales 
showed a gain of 11%, fro.m $13.8 
billion in 1962 to $15.3 billion. These 
impressive totals, however, fail to tell 
the whole story, for 1963 can best be 
characterized as a year of transition 
for our industry - transition from a 
period of steadily rising defense 
spending to a period of reduced 
spending; transition from a period of 
rising production in radio and tele¬ 
vision to one of stable or declining 
production in the face of growing 
imports from abroad; and, in the 
components segment, the beginnings 
of a gradual transition from the 
technology of assembled circuits to 
that of integrated circuits. As in any 
time of widespread change, the extent 
to which 1963 was satisfactory or un¬ 
satisfactory depends on one’s point 
of view, varying as it has from one 
product to another. I cannot recall 
a time within recent memory when 
the future has been more difficult to 
forecast, and my own estimates which 
follow should be recognized as being 
subject to more than the usual un¬ 
certainty. 

Procurement of electronics by the 
Federal Government again absorbed 
more than 60% of our industry’s out¬ 
put, with total payments for goods and 
services increasing from $8.3 billion in 
calendar 1962 to approximately $9.4 
billion last year. Most observers 
forecast a further increase in this 
figure to $9.9 billion in the coming 
year, but after 1964 the picture is 
far less clear. The reason, of course, 
is the growing view within the admin¬ 
istration and in Congress that some 
reductions in the level of defense 
spending are in the national interest, 
and can be undertaken without 
detriment to the nation’s security. 

It is important to distinguish, how¬ 
ever, between the appropriations 
voted by Congress and the actual 
level of expenditures, which will 
increase in the current fiscal year to 
approximately $51 billion, and are 
expected to peak in 1965 at about 
$52 billion. The reason for this is

that for tin* previous two fiscal years, 
the rate of spending was some $3.5 
billion less than new obligations; ii 
is reasonable to expect that some $2 
billion of this difference will be made

Despite a probable downtrend in 
total military and space spending 
over the next five years, it is likely 
that total dollars spent in the elec¬ 
tronics industry by the Government 
will remain at least stable and more

Health Hazards In Your Home 

By Dr. William G. Heeks , Corporate Medical Director 



Recently there was reported the case of a child 
in serious condition at a neighboring Medical 
Center as a result of eating a large number of pills 
containing iron. Young children will eat or drink 
almost anything, and this year it is estimated that 
some half million children will be victims of acci¬ 
dental poisoning. 

Each of us at some time or other unwittingly 
allows poisonous substances to come within reach 
of children. It doesn’t necessarily have to be a 
toxic substance. Aspirin, for example, in proper dosage is a valuable drug but 
in excessive amounts can be a poison. 

If you examine the storage facilities in your home I feel certain that you will 
find detergents, furniture polish, bleaching preparations, oven or drain cleaners, 
to mention only a few, which are within reach of the normally curious child. 
Greater risk arises if these or similar substances are stored in milk or soda 
bottles which a child associates with something good to drink. 

Let me emphasize at this point that if a child accidentally drinks or swallows 
a poison, immediately have it drink large quantities of milk or water to help 
neutralize the poison and to induce vomiting. If the child is already vomiting 
do not try to make it swallow fluids as they will go “down the wrong way” and 
flood the lungs. Without further delay call your doctor or take off for the 
emergency room of your local hospital. 

Ingested poisons act in various ways. Bleaches, oven cleaning preparations 
and drain cleaners produce burns of the delicate mucous membranes of the 
mouth, throat, esophagus and stomach. If the child survives, healing fre¬ 
quently results in excessive scarring and may necessitate prolonged aftercare to 
dilate the contracted areas. Others may form compounds in the blood which 
prevent the transportation of oxygen or may actually paralyze vital centers of 
the central nervous system. 

Manufacturers frequently flavor medicines for children—cherry being one 
of the more commonly used. This is pleasant to take not only for the thera¬ 
peutic effect, but possibly for a toxic effect in excessive amounts. Parents may 
give a child medicine telling him it "tastes like candy”. What child can differ¬ 
entiate the good from the bad? 

Our efforts to reduce the cases of accidental poisoning must be one hundred 
percent preventive and may be summarized as follows: 

1. Keep household potential poisons in their original containers and out df the 
reach of children. 

2. Keep medicines in a cabinet not accessible to children. 

3. Never tell a child medicine is candy. 

4. Adults should not take medication in the presence of children. 

5. Should accident occur: 

a. Induce vomiting by having the child drink large quantities of milk 
or water unless it is already vomiting. 

b. Get immediate medical care from your family physician or at the 
Emergency Room of your local hospital.

who devised an improved method of 
discharging and cleaning units. 

In the $25.00 award category two 
Marshall Street employes submitted 
winning ideas.

likely will increase gradually, rellcct- 
ing the demands of new military 
technologies and the large electronic 
content of the space programs. 
Emphasis will be on further miniatur¬ 
ization, reduced maintenance and 
improved reliability in tactical weap¬ 
ons systems, and on improved guid¬ 
ance and command and control 
systems for strategic use. 

Turning now to the consumer field, 
our industry’s sales showed a modest 
gain last year to $2.5 billion com¬ 
pared to $2.4 billion in 1962. In 
television, approximately 6,930,000 
black and white sets were produced 
against 6,471,000 the previous year, 
and although accurate figures are not 
yet available, it appears that produc¬ 
tion of color sets approached 700,000 
compared to about 400,000 in 1962. 
Thus, total set production was close 
to 7,500,000 sets, to which must be 
added some 450,000 imported sets for 
total sales in excess of 8,000,000 
television sets. This figure exceeds 
the previous peak of 7,422,000 sets 
in 1955. However, United States 
set production of 7,500,000 was held 
below the 1955 figure of 7,757,000 
by a dramatic increase in television 
imports, from 128,000 in 1962 to 
some 450,000. 

Radio production amounted to 
some 18,325,000 sets. Home sets 
were off nearly 15%, from 11,012,000 
to approximately 10,200,000, while 
auto radio production increased from 
7,250,000 to about 8,130,000 reflect¬ 
ing the high level of automobile 
output. In addition, some 14 million 
home radios were imported from 
abroad, compared to 13,300,000 the 
previous year. When these are added 
to the domestic production figures, it 
can be seen that total home radio 
demand at 24,000,000 sets is running 
well above the previous all-time peak 
of 20,000,000 in 1947, but that 
American industry produced only 
60% as many sets as in 1947. This is 
certainly a graphic illustration of the 
seriousness of the problem of foreign 
competition confronting our industry. 

Next to military and space elec¬ 
tronics, the fastest growing segment 
for our industry has been industrial 
electronics, which registered another 
10% gain in 1963 as it had in 1962, 
going from $2.45 billion to $2.7 
billion. The most rapidly growing 
segment of this market continues to 
be computers and data processing 
equipment, the value of which rose 
to about $1.1 billion from $985 
million in 1962. One of the smaller 
segments of this market, industrial 
control and processing equipment at 
about $210 million, is expected to 
grow more rapidly in the future than 
it has in the past as electronic tech¬ 
niques find increasing application. 
Currently electronics represent only 
about 8-10% of the total market for 
industrial control equipment. Also 
likely to enjoy above average growth 
in the future are electronic naviga¬ 
tional aids, amounting currently to 
about $290 million per year and ex¬ 
pected to increase to about $600 
million by 1972. 

In the components business, 1963 
was a disappointing year in which

Mr. Graf is presently working on a 
fifth book which will be a reference 
book of electronic tables and formulae 
for use by practicing engineers, tech¬ 
nicians and students. It will be 
published by the end of 1964. 

Besides his books Mr. Graf has 
written over 40 articles which have 
appeared in technical journals and 
other electronic and scientific publica¬ 
tions.

volume failed to increase in line with 
the increase in end equipment pro¬ 
duction. Total components sales at 
$3.9 billion were only a little over 2% 
above the $3.65 billion figure for 1962. 
Shipments of receiving tubes declined 
6% to $580 million while semi¬ 
conductors remained approximately 
unchanged at $585 million. The 
same was true for passive components, 
such as capacitors, resistors and in¬ 
ductors, which totaled approximately 
$900 million against $897 million in 
the previous year. With respect to 
military procurement, new orders 
suffered during much of the year from 
the program reviews, intensive cost 
analyses, and changes in contracting 
procedures adopted by the defense 
establishment, till of which con¬ 
tributed to a slowdown in the place¬ 
ment of component orders. There is 
some reason to believe that this log 
jam will be broken in the coining 
months, but the exact timing of a 
recovery of components purchases to a 
level more compatible with spending 
planned for the 1964 and 1965 fiscal 
year is still uncertain. 

One area which is seeing substantial 
increases is the integral circuit pack¬ 
age field. In 1963, production of such 
complex components as filter, R-G 
networks and functional assemblies 
amounted to about $114 million, 
compared to $103 million in 1962, 
and the embryonic production of 
microelectronic circuits, both semi¬ 
conductor and thin film, amounted to 
about $22 million compared to $6 
million. Microcircuit production is 
expected to exceed $50 million in 
1964, and complex components $135 
million. 

Taken together, all segments of our 
industry should enjoy a further in¬ 
crease of about $1 billion in 1964 to 
something over $16 billion. How¬ 
ever, the twin problems of un¬ 
certainty concerning near term levels 
of military and space procurement, 
and the continuing trend of increasing 
competition from abroad will remain 
with us. I believe it is entirely 
possible that the year will start off 
rather slow with respect to defense 
procurement, with the probability 
of considerable acceleration in the 
second half.

capacitors. The patented seal is 
produced by a two-step method - 
first a crimping operation that pro¬ 
duces intimate contact between the 
tubulation and the lead-wire over an 
extended area and also heats the 
compressed portion to melt the tin 
coatings that are usually present. 

The second step of the process is the 
forceful displacement of the molten 
tin and the further crimping of the 
tubulation onto the lead-wire to 
produce a base-metal to base-metal 
contact. The patented seal does not 
depend on solder, so that any sub¬ 
sequent heating of the capacitor above 
the melting point of the solder can 
not open the seal. 

Mr. Rice is a native of Ancon, 
Panama Canal Zone and graduated 
from Gettysburg College in 1939 .with 
a degree in electrical engineering. 
Following graduation he worked for 
various aircraft companies and in 
1945 entered the U.S. Navy. He 
joined Sprague Electric in December 
1948 in the Research and Engineering 
Department and has held several 
different positions in that area. 

Mr. Rohane is a native of North 
Adams and graduated from Drury 
High School in 1930. Following 
graduation he was employed at the 
North Adams Country Club and in 
1933 joined Sprague Electric in a 
production capacity. He was made a 
supervisor in 1940 and in 1942 was 
promoted to foreman. In 1949 he 
was named general foreman, and 
later in the year, superintendent, the 
position which he still holds.
